However, we have no 
right to expect such a'collapse, 
and barring this contingency there 
ie hard fighting ahead. 


Let's analyze the situation. The 


terrible nazi defeat at "Stalingrad 
early in 1943 was the turning point 
of the war. The Germans realiz- 
ed then that their chances of win- 
ning were mighty slim, and sure- 
ly they knew their goose waa 
cooked after they lost their grip 
oh' the Mediterranean 
through 


their disasters in Africa and Italy. 


Hitler then let thc world know 


what his strategy was. He would 
hang onto the occupied countries 
and bleed them so long as possible. 
Finally he would retire inside his 
own fortified frontiers of Germany 
and fight it out. 


* • * 


We knew all this, and yet when 


the Russians in their 1943-44 of- 
fensive drove the nazis clear back 
to the Vistula with'awful losses, 
many folk 'concluded .that Ger- 
many was defeated, then, when 
the Hitlerite retreat began after 
D-Day there was another flood of 
allied over-optimism. People for- 
got that German strategy called 
for this retreat and that they 
would stand on their own fron- 
tiers. 


Wc saw them make their stand 


and we saw. Marshal Von Rurid- 
stedt' stage a formidable counter^ 
offensive. Thc once over-optimis- 
tic became pessimistic .and cried 
out .that the Germans had' beenj 
concealing strength.

Now we have the great .Russian 


drive, and for the first time'' therb 
is an allied army m the west to 
create a terrific 'vise. 
The Ger- 


mans have abandoned their Vistula 
Line and arc racing for their 
frontier defenses. And'once more 
the people who suffer from fluc- 
tuating optimism cry: "This is the 
end!"

Well, it's all right to hope that 


the end is close, so long as we 
remember this: German strategy 
has called _fpr .this..withdrawal tc. 
the eastern' frontier of "the Reich 
for a stand along" the defenses of 
thc Oder river.! We've known that 
for ages. We just forget it in the 
flush" of victory. 
•- . 


Whether'the nazis will" be able 


to make a strong stand on the 
Oder remains to be seen, but that 
is their intention and we must 
be prepared for hard figliting. 
They will be battling on their own 
threshold. 
Everything will be at 


stake. 
We must'expect them to 


make a desporate and even suicid- 
al stand. 


If home-front morale collapses 


and brings unexpectedly early sur- 
render, that will be our good for- 
tune.

Eight hundred dollars n year was 
looked upon as high wages indeed 
for an overseer.

They 
were .slave driver... but :hir. dne's 
not mean that they were all cruel, 
or thai they mistreated thc Nc- 
grocs in thcir charge. Thc letters 
. nd records of "he slavery era 
.-how that many plantation owners 
would ..ot permit thcjr Negroes 
to be cruelly treated iri^any cir- 
cumstances whatever. 


On the other hand, there :>ic 


records of sadistic slave owners 
and brutal ovcr/j-cers who diovc 
their people to work under thc 
laih and half-starved them, but 
owners of slaves who treated them 
cruelly, or permitted their ovcr- 
.-ccrs to do it, were almost invari- 
ably ostracized by their neighbors. 


Overseers were never consid- 


ered "gentlemen," within thc old- 
time Southern m'-;ming of that 
tcini Tiie;r pay v,.is astonishingly 
low ;n v;ew of the gieal i««pon- 
iibihty ?}.\c<-ji on thC;r tin 'dcrs.

E large plantations wcrc few 
in number as compared to the 


whole agricultural industry. About 
nine-tenths of thc white cultiva- 
tors of the soil consisted ot poor 
farmers who owned no sl.ves. 
They lived on thcir small farms, 
and cultivated them with thc help 
of 
their 
families. These 
poor 


whites occupied thc least produc- 
tive land: in every section of. thc 
South thc \\ealthy plantation own- 
ers had crowded the small farmers 
out of inc rich and fertile land 
near thc rivers and creeks. The 
poor eotton growers lived chicily 
among 
the scini-barrcn 
hiil.s— 


hence the name ••hillbilly"—and 
endeavored to make a living from 
soil which was 
unsuitable for 


profitable farming. 


Thoe poverty-stricken whites 


had to compete with slave labor, 
with Negro farm hands who re- 
ceived no wages at all. As a result 
they were eventually pulled down 
to the Negro's economic level. An- 
other le.v.ilt was thc degradation 
of labor in the minds of thc upper 
classes. Gentlemen did not plow 
or hoc for a living, but made 
others \\ork for them, so in thc 
course of time iv.r-n \\ho worked 
w:th thcir hands on land or in 
shops or factories became tlio ob- 
jects of a hocial contempt, for they 
•A ere doing what slaves were 
forced to do. 


This was the most deplorable 


result of the Southern slave civili- 
sation, and it was not lived down 
!or many years.

'Amendments Proposed

icctois of the Illinois State Cham- 
ber ot Commerce advocate tvvo 
amendments to the Illinois insur- 
ance code which lh<*y say* would 
encourage posUvai housing; devel- 
opments.

German resistance in this area 
moderate to light. Companies E 
and G were spending the better 
part of a day cleaning out a for- 
tress-like farm, housing German 
snipers who held up an American 
advance across open country. 


After artillery fire had soften- 


ed up the buildings. Company G 
advanced and shot its way into a 
big cotirtway surrounded by wails 
IS inches thick. 


Sgt. Schccklcr said 
that 
the 


Germans threw down their guns 
and came out of the buildings 
only after 
the Americans had 


moved into their own back yard. 
When his group arrived. '10 enemy 
snipers had been lined up in the 
courtyard and others were being 
ferreted out of the buildings, he 
declared.
